Introducing the North 
Kensington Community 
Engagement Team 


We thought you'd like to know more 
about our North Kensington Community 
Engagement Team and how they can 
best help you. If you haven't already 
met some of them, we've included their 
pictures so you can recognise them 
when they are out and about. 

We are the North Kensington Community 
Engagement Team. We are all local 
residents and/or former volunteers in 
the Grenfell area. We work in and with 
the North Kensington community to 
represent their views and needs to the 
Council and help them find solutions. We 
are Council employees but we recognise 
that the community and its needs are 
frequently changing and that we are well 
placed to help address those needs by 
working within the community itself. 

We are spending a lot of time building 
relationships with the community 
through face-to-face discussions. We are 
also responding to residents' priorities by 
working with them to develop solutions 
and new ways of doing things. 


We are already working with residents' 
associations in North Kensington to 
understand their needs and priorities 
and how we can address them. We 
have also helped to set up (but do not 
lead) resident-led Community Working 
Groups (CWG) to give the community 
the opportunity to discuss issues they 
have told us matter to them such as the 
Grenfell Heritage CWG that featured 
in last week's newsletter. We are also 
working to identify facilities and spaces 
which could be made available for 
community use. 

We are based in various locations 
including Al-Manaar on Fridays and the 
Rugby Portobello Trust and Harrow Club. 

We know there is a lot more to do and 
we want to work with you as much as we 
can.

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Lancaster West refurbishment - Next steps 
on 10 March 


Plans for the Lancaster West Estate, 
including what improvements we 
can offer to residents' homes and 
blocks, are continuing to take shape. 

On Saturday 10 March from 
11am to 4pm we will be hearing 
from architects on their longer term 
plans to solve the issues residents 
have told us are important as well 
as laying out plans to achieve some 
urgent goals for the Estate. 

This ambitious, multi-million pound 


scheme is being led by local people. 
Plans are being 'co-developed' which 
means local residents will be 
involved at every step, from initial 
thinking to delivery. We are clear 
that residents will have the final say 
on what happens on the Estate. 

The day will also include lunch, free 
sports activities and entertainment 
provided by a local school. Estate 
residents can join us at the 
Kensington Leisure Centre to have 
their say on what happens next. 


Don't forget to register 

With the Local Elections coming up on 
Thursday 3 May make sure you don't 
forget to register to vote. Letters were 
sent to all households in Kensington 
and Chelsea last week giving advice and 
information on how to re-register at a 
new address as well as a map of the 
polling stations for each household. 

Residents wanting to register to vote 
can visit www.gov.uk/ 
register-to-vote or contact Electoral 
Services at 020 7361 3444 or email 
elect@rbkc.gov.uk. Residents who 
would like to cast their vote via post, 
please contact our Electoral Services 
team on the same phone number and 
email and they will send you all the 
necessary documents.

Tuesday 17 April 2018 and to apply for 
a postal vote is Wednesday 18 April

If you have been affected by the 
Grenfell Tower tragedy and need to 
re-register at a new address, please 
contact your Key Worker who will be 
able to provide you with all the 
necessary information on howto 
re-register. If you are in temporary or 
new accommodation, you can also 
remain registered at your previous 
address which will allow you to vote in 
the ward you did previously.

Housing update 

Grenfell Tower and Grenfell Walk 
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Tenants can now apply to be rehoused 


Tenants living in the Walkways, 
Treadgold and Bramley House prior to 
the Grenfell tragedy, who no longer feel 
able to live in or return to their homes, 
can apply to be rehoused. 

All of these tenants who wish to 
move will be given a high priority to 
move to another Council or housing 
association home. 

The Choice-Based Lettings website, 
known as Home Connections, will 
reopen on Monday 12 March. Tenants 
can view and express an interest in 
available properties on this date, if they 
return their application form to the 
Council or Lancaster West Estate Office 
by Tuesday 6 March. 


There is however no time limit on when 
residents can apply for priority status.
